Variety, Not Eaters Of Cropland 


Those bright-green, inch-long 
grasshop p ers that LJncoln resi- 
dent.s have seen in some num bers 
lately are generally of the "grass 
land's or rangelands" variety . 
Some m ay be m igrating east­ 
w ard from drouth-stricken grass 
lands of the w estern .states, not­ 
ably Colorado, and .several w est­ 
ern N ebraska counties have re ­ 
p orted "quite a few,” according 
to a U niversity of N ebraska en­ 
tomologist. 
W hen these hop p ers run short 
of 
food,

Actually the worth of these school lands, 
or their rental value, shifts from year to 
year unless agriculture is enjoying a con- 


tinuing era of stable prosperity. 
Since 1940 
the school lands have been worth a great 
deal to those who held leases. 
Farm in­ 
come was high. 
Naturally the rentals should 
have been increased. 
The snag which the state board will e n­ 
counter is that farm income, particularly for 
those engaged 
in 
the 
livestock 
industry, 
seems to be moving down. 
There is only 
one consideration in the discussion of school 
land rentals. 
Tliat is to get all the money for education 
possible under fair and just appraisals for 
rental purpo.ses.

A merger, if it 
ever comes about, would present many new 
problems in bargaining and strike tactics, 
but in the m eantime the co-operative atti­ 
tudes of leader.s of both labor organizations 
results not only in more labor unity but al.so 
w'orks for stability in our economic system.

Postal Hike 
Is Ditched 


WASHINGTON (/P)—Congress 
Tuesday ditched, at least for this 
.session, President Eisenhower’s 
refjuest for an increase in postal 
rates. 
Eisenhower had 
p l a c e d a 
“must’’ tag on the legislation. It 
would raise the cost of a stamp 
on a first class letter from 3 to 
4 cents and make other major 
changes in postal rates. 
But with Congress hurry ing 
toward an adjournm ent d e a d- 
line at the end of the week and 
w i t h little chance of getting 
enough votes f o r passage by 
then, the House Post Office Com­ 
mittee decided to put off furth er 
consideration of the bill until 
nex t y ear. 
The postal bill had been con­ 
sidered t h e biggest stumbling 
block in meeting the adjourn­ 
ment deadline. Vigorous oppo­ 
sition to raising postal rates had 
cropped up among Republicans 
and DemiH’raLs on both sides of 
the Capitol, 
Franked Mall Changed 
Postmaster General Summer- 
field backed the bill. He said the 
increase in first class letter rates 
and other recommended changes 
would add about 24 0 million dol­ 
lars a y ear to post office reve­ 
nues. 
The 
House 
Committee 
ap­ 
proved another bill which would 
remove franked mail from the 
operating costs of the Post Of­ 
fice Department and put it un­ 
der formally appropriated funds. 
Franked mail is th at mail sent 
without postage by members of 
Congress 
and 
by 
government 
agencies. The cost of franked 
mail has been set at m to H i 
millions a y ear for congressmen 
and from 35 to 4 0 millions for 
government agencies. 
Chance of passage of this bill 
before the end of this session, 
however, appeared slight.
